Washington, Nov. 20.—Secretary
Fiurrirsum of the war depuartment, ls-
ued o formal statement to'y shorply
srralgning former Presldent Willlam
H, Taft for having lent his name to
what are termed “statements men-
dacious In character and mischiovous
in intent” with relation te conditions
in tie Phillppine Isiandg under the
rresent admristration. Clrculntion
of these statements, Mr., Garcison
charges, show plainly “that the re-
nublican politiclans are attempiing to
luy the foundation fer campalgn ma-
terinl with respect to the Philippine
Islands.”

*artlcular attention s given by the
seerctary to arieles written by O,
Garfield Jones, published in a Call-
fornin newspaper and Jlater repub-
lished In pampilet form under the
title “Unhappy Conditions in the
Fritipplne Islands,” with an introduc-
tlon by Mr. Taft. Tiae Introduction
attributed the conditicns dezcribed to
the "blind and foolish polley of Pres-
‘dent Wilqon antd Governor (}ene"ul
Harrlson.'

In connection with his comment Mr.

arrlson makes public a letter whica
hu says was wriltten recently by Junes
to the department, asking where a
newspaper markel migh. be found for
n "much better article” whlch e had
prepared on “Te Rlilplnos end the
Demineratic Regilme,” declared to be
highly favorable to the administration.

The statement follows:

“It Is becoming very plaln that the
Republlecan politiclans are attempt-
ing to lny the founilation fo* ecam-
paign material with respect to the
Philippine Islonds. There have re-
cently appenred o serles of interviews
are artleles ex'iibiting n shameless in-
tentlon in thils matter. These state-
ments are mendaclous in cheracter
and mischievous in intent, Many of
them pracced from scurces go incon-
slderable as to carry litile If any
welght, ever if - undenied: Others.
however, are fathered by nien  whoso
names and prominence supposedly
lend welght to thelr utteraisces. It iz
inconcelvable tiat even partisan zenl
weuld lead thees men to so stultliy
themselves.

“Fizalizing that the honor and good
falith of thia nation were Involved in
its relations to the Filipino poople, !
have absolutely abstalned from any
partisan comment or conduct with re-
spect to this subject. The United
States icok over on enormous  Te-

and altrulsm, and all thosé who re-
spect the good mame of this country
should at least refrain from misre-
rresentation and false atntemunl.a
concerning conditions.
